Before the game Wallace Wade said that he would rather 
play any six coast teams than any six southern teams In a 
season. He would fare better against the opposition the coast 
offers than the competition the Southern Conference gives, he 


said. This might be true, in the light of Alabama’s record and | 


the victory of Georgia Tech in 1929. 

Coach Wade talked with me two hours before the 
game and his expectations may prove interesting. 

He said he believed his second team could stop Washing- 
ton State’s offense and hold them scoreless. Meanwhile State’s 
best men would be worn down with 15 minutes’ battling. He 
said he would order the second team to try for no touchdowns; 
just hammer at the line and kick on third down. Then he 
planned to put in the varsity fresh and have them cut loose 
everything they had.

The Jap- 
anese liner Nanrei docked at Tangku 
at the mouth of the Pei Ho river in 
Later in the day the 
steamer proceeds up the river to 
Tientsin, but most of the passengers 
elected to disembark at Tangku and 
eo by train-to-Tientsin, an important 
commercial city some SO miles from 

Pekin, 

It was at the small railway station 
Tangku, therefore, that 1 had wy 
first glimpse of China and of the Chi- 
in their native habitat. The 
introduction was far from agreeable. 
The steamer had. barely touched the 
dock when swarms of coolies boarded 
us, clamoring for the little job of tak- 
ing our luggage to the railway sta- 
tion a few hundred feet distant. 

It is a fundamental principle of the 
Chinese coolie to raise a howl over 
the pay he receives for his services.

A collection of nut-headed legislators, 
assembled in a large building with a dome 
on top of it, can, by merely calling the 
roll, give intrinsic value to a piece of 
printed paper or a disc of cheap metal, 
reverse the laws of supply and demand, 
confer happiness upon the oppressed 
farmer and change the ingrained private 
habits of the whole population. Doctor 
Mackay, in his red book telling the super- 
stitions of our gullible ancestors, does not 
mention any extraordinary delusion more 
popular and persistent than this one, 

A buckeye or petrified potato, if carried 
in the trousers pocket, will protect against 
rheumatism, and any tot wearing a bag of 


“assifidity” suspended from a string around 
the neck need not fear mumps, measles, 
whooping-cough or the itch. 
Those who bathe very often become puny. 
Any male thrush wearing a Prince Albert 
coat, who can make a loud speech, with 


many gestures, is qualified to enact laws 
or hold an executive position. 


Many more beloved fallacies might be 
named but suppose we compare some of 
our latter-day hallucinations with the 
Popular Delusions listed in the old took. 


Were the Mississippi Scheme and the 
South Sea Bubble any more fantastic and 
wild-eyed than the boom in Florida, when 
Miami frontage was higher than choice 
Fifth Avenue sites and hotels were built to 
take care of ten times as many tourists 
as ever had visited the state in one year? 


Was the Tulipomania any stranger than 
paying $10 each for orchids to be worn at 
a@ grand opera? 

Were the alchymists, trying to convert 
base metals into gold, any more deluded 
than the good citizen who goes into a cellar 
with some corn-meal, raisins, a cake of 
yeast and a portable stove, and tries to 
concoct a potent but harmless beverage for 
his dinner guests? 


Were those who believed in Mother Ship- 
ton any more credulous than the victims 
of stock company promises and campaign 
pledges? 

Were those who accepted prophecies in 
the 15th Century any worse fooled than 
the millions of Americans who, between 
1900 and 1915, believed the college protes- 
sors who said that we never could become 
involved in another war? 


As for fortune-tellers, they are still go- 
ing big, only now they call them financial 
editors, market experts and students of 
business conditions. 


The old magnetisers collected pennies, 
but the new exponents of fancy healing, 
psycho-analysis and telepathic control col- 
lect dollars and dollars and dollars. 


As for silly hair-cuts and iandscape ef- 
fects on the frontispiece, how about the 
frantic efforts of the girls to change from 
long to short and then back to long again? 
And, from the time Adam let the old beard 
take care of itself in the Garden of Eden, 
there never has been any facial decoration 
more preposterous than the dinky so-called 
moustache, cuddling under the nose and 
looking like a misplaced eyebrow! 
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OW that the nature and extent o! 
the next stage in the development 
of self-governing institutions in 
India are being so hotly discussed, 
may not be inopportune to turn for a 
moment from the polemics of the present 
to the achievements of the past, and to 
take a bird's-eye view of the many and 
varied improvements in the moral and ma- 
terial condition of India which have been 
brought about since the commencement of 
British rule. 


This is generally regarded as having be- 
gun with the Battle of Plassey, in 1757, but 
the area under British administration was 
comparatively small until nearly half a 
century later. Even then, it did not in- 
clude extensive tracts, such as Oudh, the 
Punjgb, “entral Provinces, Sind and 
Baluchistan, ~wnich have been less than a 
century under British rule, and Upper Bur- 
ma, which was not annexed till 1885. 


There are still numerous native states 

which are governed by their own chiets 
Subject to a varying degree of supervision 
and guidance. These states occupy in the 
aggregate two-fifths of the entire area and 
more than one-fifth of the population. 
They have benefited in various ways by the 
British hegemony, but in the remarks that 
follow it should be understood that I am 
dealing primarily not with them, but with 
the area under British administration. Sub- 
ject to a certain amount of parliamentary 
control, the East India Company was re- 
sponsible for the government until it was 
transferred to the crown in 1858—that is 
to say, about three-quarters of a century 
ago. 
“Ido not suggest that the benefits which 
have flowed from the political association of 
India with Britain have been all on one 
Side. This is not by any means the case. 
Britain has had her share of such benefits. 
She has been enriched by her trade with 
India. Large numbers of |f ry people have 
found successful careers there. Contact 
with Indian life and culture and the study 
of her ancient religions and systems ot 
philosophy have widened our outlook on 
life. 

But if the gain of Britain has been great, 
that of India has been greater. Some In- 
dian writers are fond of referring to the 
days of Hindy rule as a golden age, when 
the people enjoyed peace and plenty and 
good government. There is, however, very 
little information regarding those ancient 
times. There may have been periods to 
which this description applies. But if so, 
they were probably confined to the latter 
part of the reigns of great emperors like 
Asoka, who, after bringing a considerable 
part of India under their sway, turned their 
exceptional abilities to the arts of peace. 

Such men were.very rare and the em- 
pires which they established soon fell to 
pieces in the hands of their degenerate 
successors. And even they, in their earlier 
years, were often responsible for terrible 
bloodshed. Asoka tells us in one of his 
edicts that in the course of his conquest 
of Orissa 100,000 of the inhabitants wére 
killed in battle, and that many times that 
number were deported or perished throuzh 
the depredations of his army 

From the period of the Mahabharata 
down to the invasion of the Greeks, and 
from that time on to the Mahometan con- 
quest, there were frequent wars between 
local rulers, varied by fresh invasions ot 
Kushans, Huns and other foreigners. 

In some respects the administration was 
extraordinarily advanced for a period more 
than 2,000 years ago, but in others it was 
far from ideal. The share of the crops 
taken by the king was nominally one- 
quarter, but it was raised to one-half by 
irrigation and other cesses. There was.an 
elaborate system of espionage; torture was 
a@ recognized means of obtaining confes- 
Sions, and the punishments were of Dra- 
conian severity. Secret assassination was 
recommended as the best means of remov- 
ing the seditious. There were very onerous 
caste distinctions, and the lower castes who 
formed the bulk of the population were 
subject to very grievous disabilities. 

We nave much fuller information re- 
garding the Mahometan period, which be- 
gan about seven centuries ago. There were 
occasional intervals of peace and  pros- 
pertiy, notably during the reign of Akbar 
But far more often India was a prey 01 
war and rapine. The Pathans and othe: 
early Mahometan invaders committea 
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frightful atrocities. The Moslem conqueror 
of Bihar, then the great center of Budd- 
hism, caused all the monks to be massa- 
cred. In the reign of one of the Bah- 
mani kings it is said that nearly 500,000 
“unbelievers” were put to the sword, 

The Moguls, who succeeded the Pathans, 
were less ruthless in their new conquests, 
but they often treated rebels with terrible 
feroctiy. On one occasion Jehangir caused 
700 to be impaled on stakes, and at an- 
other time 4,000 were, by his command, 
trampled to death by elephants. The Mo- 
guls were involved in almost incessant war- 
fare. 

The Mogul power had barely reached its 
zenith when it began to crumble, battered 
on one side by the rising power of the 
Marathas, whose marauding bands swept 
over and devastated a great part of India, 
and on another by that of the Sikhs, while 
in the south the fanatical Haidar Alli 
founded a new Pathan kingdom. The 
misery caused by these internal wars was 
aggravated by fresh invasions from beyond 
the northwest frontier. 

The sufferings of the people from war 
and rapine were often aggravated by mis- 
rule. The French doctor, Bernier, who 
traveled in India from 1659 io 1667, says 
that the tyranny of the local governors and 
revenue contractors, “which even the mon- 
arch, if so disposed, had no means of con- 
trolling in provinces not contiguous to hi 
capital, is often so excessive as to deprive 
the peasant and the artisan of the neces- 
saries of life.” Even those who acquired 
wealth maintained the appearance of pov- 
erty and buried their money for fear tha’ 
it might be taken from them 

Under the Mahometans punishments were 
ferocious and revolting: they included mu- 
tilation, gouging out the eyes and sawing 
men asunder. There were some rulers 
such as Akbar who were too humane 40 
allow such awful penalties. An emperor 
who ruled in the- fourteenth century took 
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credit to himself for forbidding them; but 
notwithstanding his vaunted clemency he 
caused Brahmans to be put to death for 
persisting in the worship of idols, and thetr 
followers to be “subjected to stripes and 
chastisement until this abuse was entirely 
abolished.” Under most Mahometan rulers 
the Hindus were greatly oppressed. 

With the advent of the British, wars 
ceased; the rights of private property were 
respected; there was no more interference 
with the religions of the people, and im- 
partial courts were established where rich 
and poor, high caste and low, alike could 
be confident of even-handed justice. 

These are the great primary benefits 
British rule has given to the people of 
India peace, security, justice and religious 
toleration. In addition, numerous meas- 
ures have been taken to improve the con- 
dition of the people and to suppress in- 
jurious practices. I will mention some olf 
them briefly. 

India is a predominantly agricultural 
country, with an uncertain rainfall, and in 
the past has frequently been subject to 
terrible famines in which extensive tracts 
were almost depopulated. In the early days 
of British rule famines continued to cause 
terrible losses, but with the aid of the ex- 
perience gained on each occasion, elaborate 
preventive measures have gradually heen 
devised and perfected. Plans for reltet 
work are now kept in constant readiness, 
and the state of the crops is closely watched 
so that adequate help can be given tne 
moment it is seen to be necessary. Reliet 
operations are facilitated by the improved 
communications 

It often happens that when the crops fail 
in one locality there are bumper crops in 
another. Formerly there was no means ol 
moving the surplus grain to the place where 
it was needed, and the people in one part 
starved while in another part there was a 
vilut. This is no longer the case. India 
has been provided with over 40,000 miles ol!

railway, compared with China’s 6,000. Lt 
has 200,000 miles of roads. Famine has 
thus been robbed of its worst terrors; ana 
although crop failure must always cause 
great hardship, it no longer results in any 
noticeable loss of life. 

As a protection against the uncertain 
rainfall, great attention has been paid to 
irrigation. Already over 28,000,000 acres are 
protected by the government irrigation 
works, and canals are now under construc- 
tion which will bring the total up to 40,- 
000,000 acres. 

In India the state is the landlord. The 
share of the gross produce claimed as rent 
by Mahometan rulers varied from one- 
third to one-half; and, as we have seen, 
the local. officials often made additional 
exactions on their own account. Nothing 
like this has ever been taken under British 
rule. At the present day the proportion 
seldom exceeds one-tenth and is generally 
much smaller. Great care is exercised to 
prevent exactions by the collecting agency. 

The Indian cultivators have always been 
heavily burdened with debt, but government 
organized co-operative credit societies are 
remedying this evil, partly by lending at a 
much lower rate of interest than is charged 
by the money lenders and partly by the 
control which the societies exercise over 
their individual members and the restraint 
which is thus put on extravagant expendi- 
ture on weddings and other ceremonies, 
which is one of the main causes of in- 
debtedness. There are 110,000 of these s0- 
cleties, with a working capital of about 
25.900,000 pounds. 

The agricultural departments, which owe 
their present organization mainly to Lora 


Curzon, have done much useful work in 
introducing new staples, such as ground 
nuts, which are grown on more than 


5,000,000 acres; in improving, by crossing 
and selection of seed, the cotton, rice, 
wheat and other crops; in encouraging the 
use of fertilizers, in improving the breeds 
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of cattle, and in the prevention and con- 
trol of animal, diseases. 

In ancient times the greater part ol 
India was covered with forests, but with 


ploitation the trees were rapidly disappear- 
ing until the formation of the Indian forest 
department in 1865. An area more than 
twice that of the British Isles has now been 
marked off as a state forest, and now bids 
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manufacture of similar commodities. 
These various developments have resulted 
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educated Indians, chiefly among the Brah- 
mans, and India can boast of a long line 
of great theologians, philosophers and 
poets. But it never occurred to the favored 
few to vim at a wide datffusion of knowledge. 
The officials and traders learned as much 
as was absolutely necessary for their pro- 
fession or business; the masses remained 
wholly uneducated. Under British rule a 
network of schools of all grades has been 
established, as well as numerous universi- 
ties, and there has been a remarkable 
spread of education among the better 
classes. it miust be admitted, however, that 
the progress made in diffusing even ele- 
mentary education among the masses has 
been relatively slow. 

When the British government embarked 
on this task there were long discussions 
regarding the language in which higher 
education should be imparted in the state 
institutions. The decision in favor of Eng- 
lish was a momentous one. It has fur- 


linguistic 

with each other, and has imbued them for 
the first time with a sense of common na- 
tionality. It has also given they the key to 
the whole range of western literature. They 
have thus imbibed our own love of liberty 
and independence. This has led to the 
ardent desire for self-government which is 
manifesting itself at the present time. 

Men who have received a western edu- 
cation may maintain their allegiance to 
their ancestral religions, but the knowledge 
they have gained of the Bible and of 
Christian morality leads them to interpret 
their old beliefs in a new way and to dis- 
card the grosser elements and superstitions; 
these they hold to be merely symbolical 
and devised for the benefit of the ignorant 
masses, whose minds are incapable of com- 
prehending abstract conceptions. They 
have also become impatient of many vexa- 
tious social practices. They no longer insist 
on the marriage of girls before the age of 
puberty. and child widows are occasionally 
again given in marriage without serious 
oppasition. 

The British government has done a good 
deal to mitigate the worst of the disabilities 
of the depressed classes—the so-called “un- 
touchables”—by treating ail men as equal 
in the eye of the law and by recognizing 
their right to education. The missionaries 
have done still more by raising standards 
of living and self-respect. And now the 
educated classes are beginning to realize 
the injustice of the treatment to which 
these unfortunate people are subjected. 


BUDDIE AND HIS FRIENDS 


Various social reformers, notably Mr, 
Gandhi, are urging the higher castes to 
treat them more humanely. 

There are great difficulties in the way 
of developing autonomous democratic tn- 
stitutions in a country like India, with its 
diversity of races and languages, its re- 
ligious animosities, its caste system and de- 
pressed classes, its widespread illiteracy and 
its entire lack of the experience whicn 
our own country has gained in the course 
of many centuries. 

The Indians regard the matter from an 
entirely different angle. They look on 
foreign rule as a humiliation and, conscious 
of their intellectual gifts, scout the idea 
that they are not in all respects fully 
capable of governing their own country. 
That, at least, is the only view that finds 
public expression. In my time, ten years 
ago, there were many who realized the dit- 
ficulties and who would say so freely in 
private conversation. 

I think it would be correct to say that 


A NEW ROAD TO MANDALAY 
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Almost as suddenly as the dawn in Kip- 
ling’s “Mandalay,” the province of Burma 
has achieved independence from the Em- 
pire of India. At the congress on Indian 
affairs in London the Burma delegates were 
promised a separate government, and now 
Burmans are petitioning for dominion 
status under a constitution. 


“India and Burma have never had very 
much in common,” says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C., headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. “Geographi- 
cally, racially, sociaNy and foonomically, 
Burma is a nation apart. 

Mere Isolated Than Ceyion. 

“Geographically, Burma is in a little 
niche of the world by itself. The sweep ol 
pink that stretches across the charts of In- 
dia from the Afghan border to Siam is but 
map-making expediency. Almost impassable 
mountains and jungles separate Burma 
from India and from those parts of Chi- 
na, Indo-China and Siam that close in the 
cther land borders. The Bay of Bengal 
completes Burma’s isolation on the south, 
making it much more remote from India 
than is the crown colony of Ceylon, which 
is entirely surrounded by sea. 

“Burma's 13,200,000 population are almost 
all Buddhists. Burma’s languages are re- 
lated to the Indo-Chinese group, whereas

at that time the great majority of think- 
ing men of standing regarded as adequate 
the reforms which were then introduced. 
But in the decade which has since elapsed 
a new generation has grown up and there 
has been a remarkable development of 
extreme nationalism. To counter the argu- 
ments against the immediate grant of com- 
plete autonomy, which they hold to be dis- 
ingenuous, the extremists make all sorts of 
allegations against the British. They deny 
that India is under any obligation to them 
and assert that they have selfishly used 
their power to drain off its wealth to their 
own country. 

These assertions, like many others equally 
unfounded, are made for the purpose of 
propaganda. They must not be taken as 
representing the real views of educated and 
fair-minded Indians. In the absence of 
counter propaganda, however, they have 
received widespread acceptance among large 
sections of the population and have brought 
very many recruits to the extremists. 
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the rest of the Indian empire speaks Aryan 
and Dravidian tongues. 

“Burma is the easiest oriental country for 
a westerner to understand. The Burmese 
are frank, open, happy—lovers of life. 
There is no caste system in Burma, and 
the women are not secluded. 

Walls Around India. 

“Burma’s greatest divergence from India, 
however, and the main reason for its di- 
vorce from the empire, lies in the economic 
field. India, with industrial ambitions, has 


recently set up tariff walls which, figures 
show, have helped her infant industries, 
especially the textile and steel mills. Bur- 
ma, interested in agriculture, mining and 
forestry, and with little or no manufactur- 
ing, was taxed heavily for its manufactured 
goods as part of India, without deriving 
any benefit from the arrangement. It was 
this tipsy balance of trade that brought 
the separation project to a head. 
“Burma is probably the most thoroughly 
agricultural country on earth. Forests cover 
150,000 square miles, nfore than half of the 
country, and a good deal of the rest is given 
over to swampy jungles and mountains 
unsuitable for cultivation. Still, the asser- 
tion stands, for in the people is instilled 
such a strong love for the easy-going life 
of the farm that towns and cities 
are rare. Almost all Burma towns 
are of modern origin, built by 
outsiders as seaports or river- 


dency to multiply up to the limit 
is one of India’s most serious 
problems. 

Of the injurious practices 
which have been suppressed un- 
der British rule, the most notable 
is Sati, or the custom formerly 4 
prevalent among the higher 
Hindu castes of burning widows 
on the pyres of their dead hus- 
bands. This crime was put an 
end to by Lord William Bentinck 
in 1829, with the support of the 
great Indian reformer, Raja Ram 
Mohan Roy, whose sister-in-law 
had been burned to death in 
very distressing circumstances. 

In Hindu and Mahometan 
times slaves were numerous. 
They included prisoners of war, 
children sold by their parents in 
time of famine or other emerg- 
ency and insolvent debtors and 
their families who were sold into 
bondage at the instance of their 
creditors. This evil was finally

merely a matter of architecture. The ma- 
terial itself must in coior and structure 
strike pleasingly upon the eye. The very 
tint of a brick or tile in shade, nuance thet 
would have passed unnoticed a quarter ol 
a century before, might now oversell his 
production or leave it a mass of waste 
product to encumber the yard.

Instinct 
ls Being Replaced by the Use of Instruments Which Can Serve as a Pilot’s Eyes and 
kars, and Which Are bringing Aviation to Its Proper Place in Transportation

S DIEUDONNE COSTE and 
Maurice Bellonte were waving 4a 
greeting to the crowds at Valley 
Stream. L. I., last summer at the 
conclusion of their trans-Atlantic flight 
from Paris. knew better than they 
the part that preparation and training had 
played in making their flight possible. A 
saying of Coste’s. “We must listen to our 
instruments and not to our ears’—one he 
followed even betore he crossed the South 
Atlantic and made his round-the-world 
tour two vears ago—is becoming the watch- 
word of aviation today. The evolution of

aviation from a romantic adventure for 
sport or amusement to the exact science 


Oi scheduled flight in all kinds of weather 
and over all kinds of terrain is being made 


possible through the cevelopment of in- 
Struments and instrument flving. 
The first instrument ever used on an 


airplane was invented by Wilbur and Or- 
ville Wright and consisted of a piece ol 
String about eight inches long, placed in 
the air stream directly in front of the 
pilot. When the string was extended back 
Straight toward them they knew the plane 
was in level flight A cetilection to the 
right or left, or upward or downward, in- 
Giicated that the plane: Skidding or 
Slipping or diving or climbing. They thus 
were the first to recognize the value of 
iustruments, the foundation upon which 
modern air t 1 is being built.

This aid was considered valuable despite 
the fact that the Wright brothers usu- 
ally tlew at a very low ailtitude and oniy 
in clear weathe During the tests for the 
armv at Fort Mver. Virginia. in 1909, Or- 
ville Wright did most of his ftlving at an 
altitude of about 50 feet and never left the 
Grill ground inclosure except om a cross- 
country flight to Alexandria, Va. As late 
1917, Orville Wright used to fly around 
South Field at Davton. Ohio, with the 
lower wing no higher than eight or ten 
feet from the ground 
All the earlv Wright 
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machines were 


equipped with this string device, and pilots 
trained on these machines learned to place 
confidence in it, and thus were enabled to 
execute maneuvers at a low altitude. Many 
of the pilots trained by the Wrights in- 
Stalled the device on Curtiss planes, tying 
the string to a wire stretched between the 
bamboo outriggers. Pilots not trained by 
the Wright methods usually preferred to 
rely on their sense of feeling, but ordinarily 
flew and executed maneuvers at an alti- 
tude of 500 or 600 feet. alfPowing more room 
to regain control of the ship in case of a 
slip or stall. 


In the years which followed, however, 


more stress was placed on development of 
the motor and the design of the plane and 
its various features than on instruments, 
which, at that time, were crude and often 
8 .reliable Instructors taught their stu- 
dents to disregard them entirely and trust 
their senses to tell whether their plane was 
Slipping, skidding, turning. climbing or div- 


ing. Fiving was done only in clear weather, 
and with their growing experience pilots 
were able to manage without any other 


guidance than the “feel of the ship.” In 
this manner the myth of the pilot’s “flying 


instinct’ sprang up—a myth which has 
been completely and definitely exploded 
only during the last vear. 

During the World War aerial activities 


were temporarily suspended in foggy weath- 
er because the pilot's “flving instinct” was 
not sufficient to keep planes from crash- 
ing once the pilot had lost sight of the 
ground. When longer cross-country flights 
were made in the period after the war, 
crashes in foe occurred with distressing 
regularity. The opinion of the best pilots 
was expressed by Major John A. Mac- 
Ready in his report of his non-stop flight 


across America in 1924 with Lieutenant 
Oakley G. Kelly: 
“Few persons realize that flying is vir- 


tually impossible unless there is some ex- 
terior fixed point that the pilot may use 
to obtain a sense of balance of position, 


. 


If there is no horizon, no light or any 
fixed object, a pilot cannot tell the position 
that the plane is in except from the in- 
struments in the cockpit. 


“The pilot watches the air-speed instru- 
ment, he watches his compass, he watches 
his bank and turn indicator, and he must 
be watching them all at the same time. 
When the air speed becomes very great, he 
knows that the nose of the airplane must 
be pointed downward to cause acceleration, 
and when it becomes very slow he knows 


it must be pointed upward and that the 
machine may stall. 
“When he sees the compass begin to 


swing, he knows the plane is turning, but 
there is nothing fixed on the outside to 
tell him how many turns he is making, 
whether he is making a quarter of a turn 
or whether he is making four turns. It 
takes considerable time for a swinging com- 
pass to become still and adjust itself. While 
the compass needle is swinging, the plane 


may be continually turning without the 
knowledge of the pilot. 

“A pilot can fly by instruments for a 
certain length of time, probably 15 min- 
utes, but he would be very likely to be- 
come confused and lose his sense of ba!- 
ance entirely if there were no fixed point! 
that he could see within 20 minutes. 

“I personally believe that if there is no 


fixed point or horizon, no one can tell his 
position, whether upside down, straight up, 
or crosswise, except when the force of grav- 


ity pulls him away from or toward the 
plane.” 

Major MacReady’s flight was easily the 
outstanding feat of 1924 in aviation, Dur- 
ing the trip he and Lieutenant Kelly flew 
through fog or misty rain for some time in 
the vicinity of St. Louis. During this por- 
tion of the flight they flew without any 
outside fixed point or light for two ot 


three minutes, but fortunately wet. able to 
orientate themselves at brief intervals when 
a light would appear in a window of some 
isolated farmhouse, Other pilots who en- 


countered fog on many occasions were not 
so fortunate. While the majority of pilots 
had no faith whatsoever in instruments, 
some did use them to a limited extent and 
considered them a valuable auxiliary to the 
senses, The senses, however—-the mysteri- 
ous ‘flying instinct’’—were always the final 
authority. The experience of an army 
pilot who crashed in California only last 
year furnishes a typical case: 


Endeavoring to climb through some storm 
clouds which he had encountered, he 
reached an altitude of about 2,800 feet. He 
was conscious of a draft on his left cheek, 
which he took to mean he was slipping or 
skidding to the left. Looking at the bank 
and turn indicator, he discovered to his 
amazement that both the turn needle and 
bank pellet were to the right. In the frac- 
tion of a second allowed him to choose be- 
tween his instruments and his instincts, he 
decided to trust the latter. 

“IT at once endeavored to right my ship,” 
he said afterwards, “by raising my lett 
wing, which met with no success, as was 
indicated by the draft becoming stronger 
Thinking then my forward flying speed had 
decreased to such a point I had no con- 
trol, I once put my stick forward to 
increase my speed, by this time believing 
myself in a left-hand tail spin.’ 

With his left wing already too high and 
his ship in a spin to the right, he raised 
his left wing still higher, making the spin 
all the more pronounced, A few moments 
later he ‘bailed out” and landed safely with 
his parachute, thus living tell the

Clairvoyants, ghost hunters spirituali®ts, 
end other vested interests seem prepared to 
agree as to the anxiety neurosis, but ary ue 
that when people are worried, restiess, 
nervous, business not going well and sc on, 
they become more sensitive to oceult pres- 
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ences, the veil which separates us from the 
spirit world being thinned. There may be 
something in this, for it is remarkable that 
fat and genial types never see ghosts and 
are not seeing them even now, while re- 
nowned believers like Sir Oliver Lodge and 
the late A. Conan Doyle, do not get on 
terms of intimate acquaintance with spirits 
until long past the robust or animal period 
of their lives and within sight of the end 
of the allotted mortal span, 


Myself, I prefer to echo Madame de 
Deffand, who, you will remember, when 
asked by a gentleman whether she believed 
in ghosts, replied: “No, but I am afraid 
of them.” 

Abandoning conjecture and speculation, 
let me draw you closer to these haunted 
castles environed amid drear landscapes, 
these spectral corridors in the guest wings 
of ancestral mansions, these rambling old 
houses surrounded by gnarled trees through 
whose bare branches the storm winds sound 
like screaming voices, filling the folk around 
the fire within with unnamed apprehen- 
sions. It is a little difficult to ma’ a choice 
among so many spooks clamorir or atten- 
tion, but we might do worse thea. start at 
the top of the social tree with the Windsor 
castle ghost, which was one of the first to 
bob up this year. 

The story breaks in November with the 
screams of a housemaid in a corridor off 
the blue drawing room. The king and 
queen had left the day before for Buck- 
ingham palace. A footman came running 
and found the girl in a faint on the floor. 
When she recovered her senses she asserted 
that a huge white figure had suddenly 
loomed at her from a recess in the wall as 
she went peacefully along with her feather 
dusting whisk. It had made a menacing 
rush at her. 

Common sense suggests a curtain blown 
in by an abrupt gust of wind—except that 
this corridor was an inner one without win- 
dows. Some skepticism is expressed by au- 
thorities on the ground that although the 
king’s huge old castle on Thames-side at 
Windsor is notoriously haunted, all the 
spooks are well known and well defined 
ones, and there is no record of an unde- 
fined shape more than life size, nor is there 
a recorded instance of any of the castle 
ghosts being so ill-mannered as to offer 
violence, particularly to an _ inoffensive 
menial of lowly station. 

King Charles I and Queen Elizabeth are 
the two most regular apparitions at Wind- 
sor. The late Empress Frederick has left 
it on record that she was reading in the 
library during the day, and, becoming aware 
of somebody else in the vast chamber, 
looked up to see the figure of a cavalier 
standing by her side. His face* she said, 
bore a strong resemblance to pictures ot 
the unfortunate Stuart king who lost ms 
head. The singular thing was that this 
cavalier was not carrying his head under 
his arm, as all ghosts of Charles I are sup- 
posed to do. On the contrary, this ghost 
was calm and handsome and in no way 
frightening, and after standing quite still 
beside her for a few moments, he vanished. 

Another frequent visitor to the castle, 
Princess Beatrice, aunt of the present king, 
on several occasions has seen the spirit ol 
Elizabeth, the virgin queen, standing mo- 
tionless on the terrace. On one of these 
occasions the princess’ black cat also ap- 
parently saw the ghost, for he took sudden 
alarm and jumped out of a window and 
broke his leg. 

Then there is a strong rumor, which the 
reporters so far cannot get confirmed oi 
denied, that the ghost of Glamis castle has 
not only appeared again, but is obstinately 
refusing to take himself off. Night after 
night, it is said, he visits the crypt of the 
castle. If you saw this old crypt, built otf 
huge granite blocks, set with heavy pieces 
of old furniture, the bare walls hung with 
old clan shields, spears, claymores and the 
heads of animals slain in chases of long 
ago, you would not be surprised that peopie 
see ghosts here. 

“O’er all these hung the shadow of a fear: 
A sense of mystery the spirit daunted, 
And said, as plain as whisper in the ear, 

The place is haunted!” 
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This particular ghost is a family affair 
and in the nature of a skeleton in the cup- 
board of the Duchess of York's family~ 
a family more ancient than the King of 
England's. The legend—one of several— 
runs that Earl Beardie, a notorious gambler 
and Sabbath breaker of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, lost Glamis itself to a baron guest at 
card play in the crypt, and foully slew him 
to avoid paying the debt. Something there- 
upon happened, the exact nature of which 
is known, generation after generation, to 
only three living people: the living Earl of 
Strathmore, his heir, and the steward of 
the castle (the stewardship passes on from 
father to son). 

Legend again has it that on a certain 
night each year, and at a stated hour, these 
three men who alone know the dark secret 
visit the crypt at night, and there witness 
the sight of Earl Beardie replaying that 
card game with his ghostly companion. He 
is doomed to play on this night every year 
until the Day of Judgment. 

If there is anything in the story which 
excited the village of Glamis, the spectral 
Earl Beardie has either mixed up his dates, 
got tired of the crypt and started fluting 
about other parts of the castle or is working 
overtime with the cards. 


The tales that came into the London 
newspaper offices over the wires from Scot- 
land were closely followed by news which 
took reporters and a couple of psychic ex- 
perts up to the Elizabethan mansion of the 
old Boynton family in Yorkshire—somewhat 
to the annoyance of the Boyntons, it ap- 
pears, since these old families do not like 
exposing their private ghosts to the public 
gaze. The Boyntons, however, have only 
themselves to blame. So proud are they of 
the family ghost that they keep the grue- 
some relic which perpetuates its legend un- 
der a securely fastened glass case right in 
the entrance hall. 


The relic is a skull, and the skull is sup- 
posed t< be that of a former female mem- 
ber of the family: The lady suffered a ter- 
rible wrong which has never been avenged— 
it is not likely to be avenged now, the per- 
petrator having died in his bed 300 years 
ago and acts of vengeance against his 
great-great-great - great - and - some - more 
grandson being prohibited in this effete age.

However, the lady insisted that until she 
was avenged her skull should adorn the 
entrance hall to remind those who shoulki 
have avenged her and did not, of their 
everlasting shame. Passions have died. down 
and the original cause of the trouble being 
almost forgotten a skeptical Boynton said 
in effect that he was tired of seeing the old 
lady's head lying about and directed that 
it should be buried in the garden. That 
night, screams from the hall! The house- 
hold rushed down. There lay the skull in 
the middle of the floor. It was silent now 
and there was no doubt that it had worked 
itself out of its grave and rolled from the 
garden to the hall; it had been screaming 
to be restored to its proper place, and 
would go on screaming if it were not 
humored. The frightened head of the house 
humored it. 

Subsequent Boyntons said that an old 
family retainer, scandalized by his master’s 
contempt for the legend and the curse, had 


dug up the skull himself and done the | 


screaming; but that is by the way. The 
present story is that the skull has been 
screaming again, but why, no one seems to 
know—and any one calling at the Boyn- 


tons’ mansion in order to put the question 
now is likely to meet with a hostile recep- 
tion. 


Two of Henry VIII's eight wives, Cath- 
erine Howard and Jane Seymour, regularty 
haunt Hampton Court, the magnificent 
palace on Thames-side between London and 
Windsor which Cardinal Wolsey built for 
himself but tactfully presented to Henry 
when he found that king thought it too 
grand and intended to grab it anyway. 
Both ghosts have appeared again this 
month. 


Catherine has been seeri flitting down one 
of. the painted corridors, although she is 
supposed always to re-enact, at midnight, 
the tragic scene that she actually played in 
real life, when she unsuccessfully appealed 
to King Henry that she should not share 
the fate of Anne Boleyn, who was beheaded. 


Anne herself has been seen no less than 
four times this season. The last person wh.) 
claims to have seen her was a gentleman 
who was discovered in the haunted gallery 
at 10 o'clock at night and handed over to 
the police. His story was that he was a 
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spiritualist who had secreted himself in the 
palace to test the truth of the ghost legend. 
As he had no housebreaking tools and 
nothing was known against him, the magis- 
trate fined him and let him go. He told re- 
porters he had seen Anne, but had been 
interrupted just as he was going to talk 
to her. 

She is London's most tragic ghost. On All 
Saints’ Day in 1541 Henry VIII and his 
queen, Anne, were kneeling together in the 
chapel at Hampton Court when Archbisnop 
Cranmer slipped in silently and placed m 
the hand of the praying king the paper 
the latter was expecting—the document 


containing evidence of adultery and incest 
by Anne, the evidence that was going to 
condemn her and clear Henry's path to his 
next marriage. 


The queen was led away at once and 
locked up, but a day or two later, on No- 
vember 2, she eluded her jailers and ran 
down the gallery, where the king was again 
at mass. Just as she reached the door of 
the chapel the soldiers caught her and 
dragged her, screaming, down the long gal- 
lery back to her prison. So every Novem- 
ber her despairing wraith returns to the 
scene of her agony and goes wailing along 
the old gallery, its flimsy white garments 
fluttering in the night air.

When the three of spades was led and 
that terrible dummy exposed, many de- 
clarers would have given up in dismay. 
Not so Frank H. Castle, who had South’s 
job to do this time and knew how to stop, 
look and listen. Besides his one sure trick 
in clubs, three in diamonds, two in hearts 
and one in spades—total seven—he saw 
that two more hearts could be scored if 
a finesse would work, granting that he 
could get in dummy to lead hearts. 

Soe, before playing to the first trick, he 
studied to see if there was any way to 
create an entry in dummy. Lo and behold, 
here was his chance on the very first trick, 
by playing low from dummy on the spade 
lead and, after East’s king was played, put- 
ting his queen on it. 

On the return lead of a spade, he played 
his ten, which West nabbed with the ace 
and returned a diamond, of course won by 
declarer. The next spade lead was won by 
dummy. who now finessed his ten of hearts; 
next the jack and game was assured. 

Had he not apparently wasted his queen 
on the first spade lead, he could have made 
only seven tricks. 


Real Versatility. 

Bobby Jones, Walter Hagen, Leo Diegel, 
Wild Bill Mehlhorn and Craig Wood are ail 
good bridge players. Mehlhorn is probably 
the most enthusiastic of the lot, playing in 
the strongest company he can find. Wood 
is perhaps the deepest student of the game 
among all prominent golfers. He is the 
type that likes to analyze technical arti- 
cles on the game and work out the correct 
answers to problems 

Hagen and Diegel, who have toured a 
lot together in all parts of the world, are 
hardly what could be called orthodox play- 
ers. They delight in sticking in a queer 
bid occasionally to confuse their opponents. 
If they followed similar tactics on a golf 
course, using niblicks for driving and driv- 
ers for putting, we wonder how many 
championships they would have won! 

The late Walter J. Travis, holder of 
both American and British championships, 
was probably a more inveterate bridge 
player than any prominent golfer of today.

Thus hand A contains only one sure 
trick, two and a half honor tricks, one and 


a quarter quick tricks, one high-card trick, 
It is therefore bid—one spade—by those 
who show two and a half honor tricks, but 
passed by all the others, even those who 
require only two sure, quick or high-card 
tricks. 

Hand B contains two tricks under any 
of the counting methods, so is bid by those 
who require only two tricks—except those 
who also demand at least five probable 
offensive tricks—and passed by those who 
insist on two and a half defensive tricks. 

C contains two sure tricks, two and &4 
half honor tricks, only one and three- 
quarters quick tricks, two high-card tricks, 
therefore is bid by all except those who 
require two quick tricks. 

D contains only one sure trick, but two 
and one-half honor tricks, two and one- 
half quick tricks, two and one-half high- 
card tricks, so is bid by all except those 
who require two sure tricks. 

That little table may be worth clipping 
out and preserving for those who wish to 
check up with new partners and make sure 
they understand each other.

A Law a Week. 


What occurs if a revoking side gains a 
net profit from its revoke, getting more 


extra tricks or points because of its of« 
fense than it is called upon to pay in the 
penalty? 

Unfortunately for the innocent side, the 
offenders profit in such a case. There 
would be no earthly way to draw a law 
which could determine absolutely whether 
a side gained a certain number of tricks 
by tis illegal play. There would be dif- 
ferences of opinion between the two sides 
as to the effect of.the revoke on ensuing 
tricks. Hence, the only equitable way to 
treat such ‘situations is to have the revoke 
penalty heavy enough so that it would al- 
most always be greater than the offenders’ 
profit from the irregularity. That is just 
what the penalty is. Cases of a side profit- 
ing from its own revokes are so rare as to 
be almost negligible.

The bidding is simple. At auction South 
bids one no trump and all pass. At con- 
tract South would bid two no trump, North 
three, and all would pass. 

West of course opens the fourth best of 
his only long suit, the 4 of diamonds, South 
winning with the king as a false-card. 
Declarer is sure of another diamond trick 
and two hearts, so ¥ the spade finesse will 
work he can get thes the other five tricks 
needed for the game, without having to 
touch the clubs. When he tries it, how- 
ever, he loses to the king, and now knows 
he also needs a club trick. 

East returns the diamond, on which South 
plays the king. Here comes the crisis of 
the hand. Should West take the trick wita 
his ace? No. He should play low. With 
& hand which contains no side entries-—~ 
only his long suit—he should not take the 
second trick in it unless he also can take 
the third. The third trick in such cases 
is nearly always the important one, the one 
he wants to take, because by then his suit 
is probably established and he can run 
the rest of it. 

In the present emergency, if West vio- 
lates that important rule of defensive no 
trump play, his hand is dead and he will 
take no more tricks with it. If, however, 
he plays low—as did Philip Stockvis, the 
capable West, when this hand was ac- 
tually played—notice what happens. 

Declarer, after winning the second dia- 
mond trick, should now sense his danger. 
He should cash his two winning hearts and 
four now good spades, then lead a club, 
hoping that East will win it and have no 
diamond to lead. East does win it, but 
he also das a diamond; he leads it to 
West, whose ace drops South's jack, and 
the two remaining diamonds of West are 
good, preventing game.

Unquestionably surgical tonsillectomy 
proves unsatisfactory in many cases when 
the operation is bungled—and I am here 
to testify that—well, if we cared to pub- 
lish the facts about the bungling, the crude 
butchery done by many of these tin horn 
throat specalists in the public clinics and 
in private, the diathermy alternative would 
look pretty good by contrast! 


I earnestly warn adults with bad heart, 
advanced age, or other complication which 
renders anesthesia, hemorrhage and shock 
more risky, to beware of the tin-horn 
throat specialists and their old Spanish 
custom. Why submit to such danger when 
there are competent diathermy operators in 
the country? 

Sauce for the Gander. 


A medical friend of mine who is.in the 
“head” specialist field—that is, he purports 
to be a specialist in diseases of the eye, 
ear, nose and throat and their appurte- 
nances—has a satisfactory practice and is 
not greatly concerned about the future. He 
still removes all tonsils in the old-fashioned 
way, and his patients, most of whom sur- 
vive, seem satisfied. Now my friend puts 
two of his best arguments of the old-timers 
in a friendly way. 


Pirst he asks whether I have ever been 
confronted (of course he knows I haven't, 
but he states his ciews rhetorically) with 
the necessity of doing a tonsillectomy (cut- 
ting out tonsils) after the tonsils have been 
“removed” (my friend uses the quotation 
marks) by diathermy. Then my friend asks 
if it has ever occurred to me that when 
the operator inserts his electrical point or 
applicator into a tonsil, he must guess when 
he has gone far enough? And if he goes 
a little too far he injures or destroys the 
superior constrictor muscle upon which the 
tonsil rests. How can the diathermy oper- 
ator possibly go exactly far enough, and 
not too far? 


I am sure my friend would not raise such 
childish objections if he could even see a 
skiliful doetor give the diathermy _treat- 
ment. r $e 

Today a considerable share of the pa- 
tients who seek diathermy extirpation of 
the tonsils are people who have already 
submitted to surgical tonsillectomy, and 
prefer the diathermy method for cleaning 
up the portions of tonsil] left behind by 
the throat surgeon. That is no great re- 
proach to the surgeon, for the very best 
in the profession will inevitably leave some 
portions of tonsil in the throat in some 
cases, no matter what methods he employs. 


It is childish to think the diathermy 
operator is likely to go too far and damage 
other structures in the throat. It is just 
as fair for me to ask my colleague whether 
it has not occurred to him that the throat 
surgeon's guillotine or tonsil-slicing instru- 
ment may accidentally snip off something 
that happenes to get in the way, or the 
wire snare may bite off a bit of the throat 
muscle along with the tonsil? These things 
happen in tonsil operations by the best 
of specialists.

the month of January, 
which is a comparatively quiet 
month in the outdoor garden, 
much time and money may ode 
caved by the use of a cold frame. A 
ereat many people put off this work until 
}ebruary when there is so much to be done 
out of doors that the proper care and proper 
planting of these seeds is often neglected 
through haste. 

Fill your cold frame with vegetable and 
flower seeds at once. If it happens that 
vou haven't a cold frame and do not eare 
to build one. but have some space exposed 
to the sun. fill this space with seed boxes. 

There are a number of things that should 
he started at this time in a cold frame or 
seed box. In the line of vegetables you 
may start onions, cabbages, peppers, toma- 
toes, eggplant and beets from seeds. Ali of 
the half hardy and tender annual flower 
eecds may be started in this same manner. 
These will include zinnias, marigolds, cos- 
mos, petunias, snapdragons, baby’s breath 
Jantana, phiox, salvia, verbena, vinca an 
dozens of the other annual flowers. 

The two lists of seeds that we have out- 
lined for use in cold frames should not be 
planted out of doors until late in March 
or early in April. By planting the seeds at 
this time. there will be more than a months 
time saved and your flowers will be in 
bloom at least that much earlier than they 
will by planting them at the proper time 
cut of doors. It is not uncommon for zin- 
nia plants to sell for as much as one dollar 
per dozen during April, so it is evident 
that a great deal of money will be saved 
by following this method of hurrying the 
blooming, period along. 

A cold frame is a very simple thing to 
construct if it so happens that vou are not 
blessed with one at the present time. Make 
the ‘sides of the cold frame of 12-inch 
planks, usually using two or three oi these 
held together by a couple of two-by-ifours. 
Dig a hole the shape of the frame, to a 
depth of three feet, place the sides of the 
frame in place and nail them together at 
the corners securely. The top of the frame 
should be arranged in such a manner that 
the top will slope towards the south. After 
this has been done fill the frame with good 
soil which has been mixed with some well- 
rotted stable manure. (Use one part of 
rotted stable fertilizer and three parts of 
good rich soil.) If the top soil is a liitle 
too heavy, add a bit of peat moss to lighten 
the soil and to hold the moisture later on. 
This soil that is placed in the frame should 
not be filled to the same depth as the out- 
side soil. better for it to be about six inches 
under the level of the outside soil. 

The top of the cold frame is best covered 
with glass. a cheaper. method that is just 
as satisfactory is by the use of some glass 
substitutes that are manufactured for this 
particular purpose. These will seldom last 
more than one or two seasons, but the cost 
is very low and after considering the break- 
age that is bound to occur through the use 
of glass, it will still be much cheaper even 
in the long run. 

These cold frames need not be large for 
the use of the average family garden. One 
that is three feet wide and six feet long 
will probably hold all of the vegetables and 
{lowers necessary for most any family. 

If your garden is already crowded for 
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WHAT TO DO IN JANUARY. 


MULCHING: January is a good month 
for all kinds of mulching. The rose 
bed, perennial garden and shrubbery 
border should be protected. The best 
material for this mulching is a mix- 
ture of sheep manure, peat moss and 
woods earth, one bale of peat moss, 
100 pounds of sheep manure, one 
wheelbarrow of woods earth. 

FERTILIZER: It is also time to fer- 
tilize the lawn with a light application 
of some good fertilizer, such as bone 
meal or sheep manure. These two 
jertilizers are much to be preferred 
over the highly concentrated commer- 
cial ones: at this season of the vear.

PRUNING: Take the tail stems out ol 


hybrid perpetual roses as well as the 
dead wood. Wait until next month to 
oo the final pruning of rose bushes.

space, and a great many of our gardens 
are more than crowded, you may not care 
to devote sufficient space to a cold frame. 
It may also happen that there is available 
a room that is not being used at the present 
time. If this happens to be the case, and 
after you have made a collection of boxes 
from various sources, you are all set for a 
departmentized cold frame. Each box used 
for a different kind of flower or vegetable 
seed. Another fine spot for this collection 
of boxes is the basement, particularly if 
there are windows facing towards the south. 
Build a shelf about four feet wide before 
each of the windows and place these boxes 
on this shelf so that they may enjoy all 
of the sun possible. 
Vegetable Secds. 

Lettuce may be started in the cold frame 
and in this section of the south the two 
varieties most commonly used are Iceberg 
and Big Boston. Iceberg is an exceedingly 
crisp and tender variety, making a@hard 
head and is particularly good for the home 
varden as it does not go to seed as early 
as some of the other varieties. The secret 
of growing headed lettuce is steady growth 
withou: stopping at any time. In order to 
co this lettuce should have an early start, 
should: be planted in a very fertile spot in 
the garden, fertilized well at transplanting 
and care must be taken that the ground 
never dries out, as that will stop the growth. 

For most gardens the Garly varieties of 
cabbage are generally planted. The famous 
Long Island Wakefield is one of the best 
earliest large sized cabbage that may be 
planted now from seeds. in the cold frame 
and transplanted during the latter part of 
February or early in March. It is a very

fast grower and should be fairly well headed 
within 60 days aftcr transplanting. 

Other good varieties that are planted in 
this section are early Jersey Wakefield, the 
large late Drumhead type, Centennial Flat 
Dutch and Early Summer. 

The favorite onion is Crystal Wax Ber- 
muda. This white ‘kin, sweet Bermuda 
onion. planted from seeds in the cold frame 
at this time, will mature during the sum- 
mer, probably in July and August, and may 
be used at that time or dried for winter 
use. These cnions are also delicious puilied 
from the garden in April and used as “green 
onions.” 

A couple of weeks from now will be about 
right for planting tomatoes. 

Every gardener has a favorite variety of 
tomatoes and every gardener Knows that his 
variety is the best variety to plant. For 
that reason we hesitate to make a sugges- 
tion of best varieties for this week. 

However, the most popular type of toma- 
to is the large beefsteak type. This is a 
very large meaty tomato and generelly free 
of seeds. There is only one objection to 
this type of tomato and that is the danger 
of splitting if it happens to grow a little 
too fast. The two best varieties of this 
tvpe are the old-fashioned ponderosa and 
his younger brother brimmer. ‘The brimmer 
has every advantage that ponderosa enjoys 
and at the same time is a much smoother 
tomato. They are both red in color. 

In the smaller, round tomatoes are found 
such varieties as Avon Early, Redfield 
Beauly and Marglobe. These are somewhat 
smaller than the brimmer, but have a better 
shape and grow more uniformly.

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considevable trouble from wilt on tomatoes, 
The United States Depariment of Agricul- 
ture has introduced a couple of varieties 
that are said to be wiit-resisiant, to a very 
large extent, and are fast growing in popu- 
larity for this reason. The three varieties 
recommended are Marelobe, Norton and 
Norduke, 

Another hint that may be of interest and 
also of value is that of planting tomatoes 
in new ground or in ground that hasn't 
had tomatoes for a number of years. It 
seems that this wilt comes from the soil 
and there is little that may be done to 
remove it from the ground. 

The seeds should be planted now in the 
cold frame or sced box and should be cov- 
cred to a depth of about one-fourth of an 
inch. After the plants have reached a 
height of some four to six inches, they 
should be transplanted into the garden 
proper. This transplanting should occur 
after all danger of frost has passed, about 
Fastertime. 

Almost all of the annual flower sceds 
may be started in the cold frame during 
this month and next month. 


Zinnias. 


One of the best flowers for planting in 
this particular manner is the zinnia. Zin- 
nias respond readily to this treatment and 
will even bloom more prolifically after they 
have been transplanted from the cold frame 
than they will when they are planted direct- 
ly out-of-doors. They will also start bloom- 
ing about one month earlier when they 
are started in this mgnner. The accom- 
panving illustration shows some of the uses 
of the cold frame. 


By the way, we wonder if a great many 
of our readers don't like the old-fashioned 
name of “Old Maids” for these flowers. 
For some reason that is a much more at- 
tractive name than that of zinnias. We 
often feel that if more of us would stick 
to some of these old-fashioned names for 
our flowers, we would enjoy them more 
than when they are burdened with a Latin 
name a mile long and meaning nothing to 
us. Could you enjoy poppies if they had 
to be called papaver? 

Much work has been done within the 
last 10 years, of a very constructive nature 
in California, experimenting with various 
types of zinnias, and crossing them has 
brought out new types and colors. For a 
number of years it was almost impossible 
io get any seeds that were true to color. 
In a package of supposedly pink zinnias, 
everything from white to purple could be 
found. They are now being grown more 
carefully and some of our better seedsinen, 
so far as color is concerned, now se!) al- 
most perfect specimens, 

The common zinnia may now be had in 
« number of colors, including crimson, pink, 
orange, purple, rose, salmon, scarlet yel- 
low and white. It is not unusual to find 
these flowers that have width of four to 
six inches, and a good hardy plant will 
bloom almost summer long. 

One of the newer types of zinnia. that 
has been introduced within the last fcw 
years, is the dahlia-flowered zinnia. ‘Tivis 
is correctly called “dahlia flowered” as they 
do resemble to a very large extent some of 
the fine decorative dahlias. These may be 
secured in separate colors, including -white, 
yellow, red, crimson, lavender, pink and 
orange. These flowers usually grow a jittle 
larger than the regular zinnia, but are a 
creat deal more double. It is very seldom 
that there will be found the open center so 
often found in the regular zinnias.

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that the instrument was at fault. Even 
when the factory returned the indicator 
saying it was in perfect condition, he was 
unconvinced.

I got into trou- 
ble whenever I had to fly in a fog, and 
even when flying through heavy clouds I 
found, on several occasions and much to 
my embarrassment, that 1 was continualiy 
getting off my course. I said nothing about 
it at the time, but when the late Law- 
rence Sperry asked me to try out a hew 
instrument which he said would act as a 
steadying influence on the compass, I reac- 
ily agreed. 

Sperry had accomplished much in the 
line of gyroscopic compasses for ships. The 
new instrument was a turn indicator—the 
same, except for some refinements, that is 
installed on almost all planes today. When 
a plane is banked beyond a certain angie 
or is turning rapidly, the compass spins 
and is useless until the plane has regained 
its stability. 

The needle of Sperry’s turn indicator re- 
mains in a vertical position while the plane 
is on a straight course. When it turns to 
the right, the needie turns. to the right, 
and so forth. Immediately below the needle, 
in a horizontal plane, is a little steel bal 
im a glass tube. When the plane is on an 
even keel, or wher it is banked at the 
proper angle in making a turn, the ball 
stays in the middle of the tube. When 
one wing is too low, the ball so indicates 
by rolling in that direction, so that the 
proper degtee of bank can be maintained 
at all times by watching the little pellet. 

With the new instrument I found I could 
first maintain a fairly straight course and 
a level keel: later I learned to make 180- 
degree turns so I could turn around and 
get out of a fog if I found it was getting 
too thick. Many pilots who have not re- 
lied on their instruments have crashed try- 
ing to perform this apparently simple ma- 
neuver. The instrument gave me added 


£& confidence and I carried it in a hand bag 


wherever I went, clamping it to a strut of 
whatever plane I happened to be using. 

While on duty at Crissy Field, San Fran- 
cisco, in 1926, I was given the regular 
physical examination for pilots Ry Major 
David Myers, the flight surgeon at the 
ficld. As part of the examination he in- 
troduced a new test, turning me blind- 
folded in a revolving chair and asking me 
to tell in which direction I was turning. 
I was invariably wrong in my answers, and 
thought I was being tricked in some way 
until I remembered an experience I had 
had with Brigadier General William Mitch- 
ell, assistant chief of the army air cor)s 
in 1919. We were testing a new plane near 
Washington, D. C., and while he was mak- 
ing a turn to the right I bent over to 
wive some oil from my shoe. I could not 
see out of the cockpit, but after a few mo- 
ments I had the impression first of 
straiethening out, then of turning to the 
leit. I was surprised when I looked up and 
found that we were not turning to the left, 
but were on a straight course. 

With: this incident in mind I improvised 
a light-tight box in which I installed my 
turn and bank indicator, magnetic com- 
pass and flashlight. With my face pressed 
close to an oval aperature in one side of 
the box I asked Major Myers to repeat his 
test, allowing me to look into the box in- 
stead of being blindfolded. I found that I 
could tell at all times in which direction 1 
was turning, the approximate speed of turn 
and when I had stopped. Moreover, the 
effect of vertigo or dizziness resulting from 
being turned in the chair was considerably 
reduced by looking at the instruments. For 
the first time it was clearly demonstrated 
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that equilibrium as it applies to flying de- 
pends not on the semi-circular canals of 
the inner ear and the muscular sense, but 
on the visual sense. 

On the ground. deficiency in the inner- 
ear sense of equilibrium without any visual 
reference is impossible for more than a few 
moments at a time. When I was blindfold- 
ed and turned in the chair to the right 1 
could tell my direction at first; but when 
the speed at which I was being turned 
decreased, I had the sensation first ol 
stopping, then of turning to the left. Even 
after the chair was stationary I retained 
the sensation of turning to the left. With 
the instruments before me actually indi- 
cating my direction, I could see how my 
inner-ear and muscular senses not oniy 
were of no value but even gave me the 
illusion of turning in exactly the opposite 
direction from which I was turning. 

Thus in a fog, when a pilot gets his 
plane out of a spin to the right and on a 
straight course,. his senses tell him he is 
turning in the opposite direction. Unless 
he has had special training, the impulse to 
correct for what he thinks is a second 
spin in the opposite direction is irresistible. 
Correcting for this imaginary spin to the 
left, he keeps on turning to the right until 
his plane is out of control—-then he jumps 
if he has time. The bank and turn in- 
dicator not only tells the correct direction 
the plane is turning, it also reduces the 
length of time the pilot will experience this 
illusion of turning in the wrong dircction, 
which is caused by vertigo. 

Air mail pilots were the first to use in- 
struments extensively. They had to fly in 
fog if there was the slightest chance of! 
getting through, and they needed more 
than the romantic “flying instinct’ theory 
to guide them. Many of them who had 
had encounters with the famous San Fran- 
cisco fogs came to Crissy Field firmly con- 
vinced that instruments were “the bunk.’ 
A few turns in the revoiving chair with 
their eyes on the instruments in the little 
black box was sufficient to send them away 
convinced that they and not the instru- 
ments were at fault. 

This demonstration with the chair and 
the box is important only because a pilot 
or student cannot understand and consc- 
quently will not admit how badly his sens?s 
will fool him until he sees for himself. As 
Lieutenant Albert E. Hegenberger, co-pilot 
with Lieutenant Lester J. Maitland on the 
army air corps California-Hawaii flight. 
expresses it, the instruments insult the 
pilot’s tender sensibilities. Nowadays all 
army and navy pilots are being given ‘n- 
Struction in instrument flying and all stu- 
dents in army and navy schools receive this 
instruction as a part of their course, just 
as they receive instruction in taking vif 
and landing. 

Flying by instruments requires this spe- 
cial training to accustom the pilot to re- 
acting to the stimuli of the turn needle, 
the inclinometer, the rate-of-climb indica- 
tor and the bank indicator because all his 
training, unless he has taken up flying 
within the last few months, has taught him 
to react to what he sees outside the cock- 
pit. When Lindbergh was making his test 
flights in the Spirit of St. Louis, preceding 
his New York-to-Paris flight, he either had 
to depend on his instruments or look out 
small windows at the sides of the cockpit, 
because the plane was so constructed that 
he could not see straight ahead. 

Lindbergh was puzzled by the difference 
between the instrument readings and his 
own sensations, and had motion pictures 
taken from inside the cabin, which showed 
both the instrument board and the action 
of the plane with relation to the ground. 
These proved the instruments to be correct, 
and before making his flight Lindbergh 
trained himself to disregard his senses and 
trust the instruments. 

Before making his flight from San Fran- 
cisco to Australia, Charles Kingsford-Smith 
received several hours’ instruction in flying 
by instruments. In the course of the flight, 
fog was encountered on several occasions 
and then he took the controls, although his 
co-pilot, Charlie Ulm, was a thoroughly ex- 
perienced flyer. Lieutenant Maitland also 
had training in flying by instruments be- 
fore he and Lieutenant Hegenberger took 
off. They flew for four and a half hours 
without a speck of anything to form a 
horizon by—and without the bank and turn 
indicator and the training in its use they 
believe they never would have reached thetr 
Gestination. ! 

In the experiments which were carried 
on at Brooks Field preceding the addition 
of the instrument flying course at the air 
corps training center, many of the trage- 
dies of crashes in fog were re-enacted in 
part—the difference being that there was a 
safety pilot in tite plane to take charge 
when a piolt lost control. After the pilots 
had been given a cemonstration with the 
chair and box, they trere given tests in a 


plane with a covered cockpit. The cover 
shut out all view of the outside world and 
the horizon, so that they had to rely on 
their instruments. The experience of all 
the pilots. even those who had had as many 
as 4,000 and 5,000 hours in the air, was 
practically the same. 

The problem was to fly over 
course, turn around and return to the 
starting point. With the plane on the 
proper course, the pilot under the covered 
cockpit took over the controls at an alti- 
tude of 3,000 feet. Immediately the plane 
turned and banked to the left and went 
into a spiral dive. In a short time it lost 
1,500 feet altitude, increasing its speed from 
85 to 140 miles an hour. Theoretically the 
pilot was “killed” in the crash which would 
have followed had not the safety pilot in 
the rear cockpit righted the ship before it 
got out of control. 

The plane was put on the proper course 
again, and the first pilot repeated the per- 
formance, “killing” himself a second time. 
Set on the course a third time, the pilot 
managed to approximate the course until 
he was instructed to turn around, when he 
went into a third spin and was saved from 
a crash by the safety pilot. 

On a recent visit to the training center, 
F’. Trébee Davison, assistant secretary of 
war in charge of aviation, himself an excel- 
lent pilot, took his first flight in a covered 
cockpit plane at Kelly field, where the 
course is now given to army air corps stu- 
dents. His experience varied little from 
that of the other pilots and his comment, 
like theirs, was that something seemed to 
go wrong with his senses, and when he 
started to turn he didn't know where he 
was. 

Only by training can the pilot learn t9 
readjust his reflexes, to move his hands 
and feet in accordance with what he sees 
on the tnstrument pane! instead of what h2 
sees outside of the cockpit. 

The course at Kelly field was instituted 
by Lieutenant Colonel Frank P. Lahm, now 
air officer of the ninth corps area, San 
Francisco, during his tour of duty as com- 
mander of the air corps training-center. 
Starting with straight flying, the student 
learns to fly at a constant altitude and 
speed, with wings level along a compasy¥ 
course. As he gradually develops skill in 
this phase of flying, he is advanced to mak- 
ing banks and turns. The instructor trav- 
els along to watch-out for aerial traffic 
and check on the student’s work and proz- 
ress. 

Later the instructor puts the plane in 
sharp turns, dives and spins from which 
the student must straighten it out. The 
final test is a 150-mile cross-country flight 
over a triangular course, with the student 
under the covered cockpit all the way. 


One of the first commercial companies 
to take up instrument flying and prove its 
value on regular scheduled runs was the 
Mexican division of the Pan-American Air- 
ways. On the route from Brownsville, 
Texas, to Mexico City, via Tampico fog was 
met with during a portion of the year. The 
airport at Mexico City, located on a plateau 
at about 7,500 feet altitude, was usually 
clear; Tampico at sea level was often foggy, 
and before crossing the mountain range on 
the way to the Mexican capital it was 
sometimes necessary to climb through a 
layer of clouds more than 18,000 feet thick. 
On this route planes have flown with per- 
fect safety for more than an hour through 
fog so thick the pilot and passengers could 
not see the wing tips. Radio communica- 
tion is maintained with Tampico, Mexico 
City and Vera Cruz. 

The company maintains a school exclu- 
Sively for its own pilots. A new pilot is 
first given the test with the revolving chair 
and instrument box to destroy any illusions 
he may have as to the ability of his senses 
to guide him through fog. Instruction in 
a covered cockpit under direction of the 
chief pilot follows until he is able to main- 
tain a straight course and perform all the 
necessary maneuvers with the huge tri-mo- 
tored planes used on this line. After pass- 
ing this test it is only necessary to famil- 
larize the new pilot with the route. 

Concentrating on instruments for any 
considerable length of time is a strain on 
the pilot's nervous system. One pilot told 
me, after he had been trying to fly a 
straight course through a fog for some 
time, that the impulse to turn was almost 
irresistible. He could tell by his turn indi- 
cator that he was following a straight 
course, yet so strong was the sensation of 
turning that he continually put his hand 
against the side of the cockpit to brace 
himself. 

To lessen this strain due to vertigo or 
dizziness, we now have the flight integrator. 
a new instrument designed by Lieutenant 
C. J. Crane and myself. It consists of a 
miniature airplane silhouetted against a 
landscape of sky and ground painted on an 
endless belt. As the plane turns to the 


a mile 


right the belt turns to the left, so that by 


watching the miniature plane the pilot gets 


a picture of the sky and the earth passing 


across the nose of the miniature plane, just 
as the sky and earth actually would pass 
his own ship were it not surrounded by 
fog. If the left wing of his plane is too 
low the miniature plane tips to the left; if 
the right wing is too low, in the opposite 
direction. A thin white band is stretched 
across in front of the painted screen at 
the horizon level. If the plane 'is climbing 
the band falls below the nose of the minia- 
ture plane and rises above when the ship 
is descending. 


This instrument in tests by flight sur- 
geons at Brooks field has been found prac- 
tically to eliminate vertigo, with a resulting 
lessening of the strain on the pilot. An 
illusion of relative motion in the miniature 
plane, which is stationary except for tip- 
ping to right or left. is induced by the mov- 
ing screen similar to what is actually tak- 
ing place but cannot be seen. The stimu- 
lus, being visual, is direct; the mental proc- 
ess of reading the instruments before trans- 
lating them into action is eliminated, thus 


relieving the strain and its resulting 
fatigue. 
The integrator also makes instrument 


flying easier by bringing together the five 
most important instruments in one. in 
addition to indicating the rate and angie 
of turn, bank and rate of climb or descent, 
as described, ,the altitude is indicated by a 
scale at the side of the integrator, reading 
vertically in thousands of feet, and the air 
speed on a scale at the other side of the 
instrument, reading in miles per hour. The 
eve of the pilot will no longer have to 
“chase all over the instrument board” to fly 
by instruments; he need hardly take his eye 
off the integrator. 


In tests pilots have flown in a covered 
cockpit continuously for several hours with- 
out experiencing any undue fatigue and 
without losing control of the plane. Alt 
planes in passenger service are equipped 
with turn and bank indicators and incli- 
nometers, but not all pilots have been train- 
ed to fly by instruments alone. This will 
be true for only a few months, however, 
as commercial lines are rapidly training 
their pilots. 

Not only must the pilot of today keep 
control of his ship in a fog, however—he 
also must be able to keep it on its course. 


This has been made possible by the radio 


beacon. By means of earphones or a set 
of reeds on the instrument panel, vibrating 
in response to signals emitted from his des- 
tination, he can tell when he deviates to 
the right or left of his course. Radio ap- 
paratus for communication with the land 
Stations soon will be installed in all passen- 
ger planes to provide pilots with the latest 
weather reports. A pilot trained in instru- 
ment flying can now take off in a fog and 
fly through it all along the route, pro- 
vided the weather at his destination is 
clear so that he can land. Should the air- 
port at his destination also become fog- 
bound while he is en route, he can be in- 
formed by radio and diverted to another 
field until it is safe to proceed. 


Overcoming fog and other kinds of bad 
weather not only means greater safety for 
passengers, but also operates to reduce pas- 
senger fares in the long run. If a line has 
had to cancel one hundred trips a year on 
account of fog, use of instruments will en- 
able it to cut this number to less than half, 
because only a fog at the airport of destina- 
tion must now be considered. When a de- 
vice enabling ships to land in fog is de- 
veloped, cancellations will be cut to almost 
nothing. 

Landing’ in fog is the only serious prob- 
lem remaining. Engineers working on it 
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pletely—as the connoisseur in love must 
wish his lady to give herself.

believe they will have the answer in the 
form of an instrument to tell the pilot how 
far his plane is above the ground. The in- 
strument generally termed an altimeter is 
nothing more than a barometer which esti- 
mates the altitude of the plane by air pres- 
sure, registered in feet above sea level. 
The altitude of the plane can be obtained 
by subtracting from this barometer reading 
the altitude of an airport above sea level, 
which is known, of course. But an inac- 
curacy of five or ten feet in even the 
most sensitive altimeter is not unusual, and 
a miscalculation of no more than that ia 
sufficient to cause a crackup. 

The problem of preventing ice from form- 
ing on the wings is one not met With so 
commonly as fog, but it is serious and one 
which must be solved before there can be 
transportation by the air in all kinds of 
weather. When a plane is passing through 
a cloud or a rain or sleet storm at a tem- 
perature just above freezing, ice forms on 
the wings and especially on the leading 
edge. Wings are designed with a certain 
curve, to support a certain load. A layer 
of ice thick enough to change the curve of 
the wing and lower its lifting power can 


form in a short time, causing a plane to 
lose altitude with the motor running at 
full speed. The weight of the ice is also 
a consideration, but the change in the wing 
characteristics is more important because 
it occurs first. 


As yet no method of preventing ice from 
forming has proved practicable, but an ex- 
tremely sensitive thermometer has served 
the purpose fairly well. In thick weather 
when the thermometer approachs the dan- 
ger point, the pilot increases or decreases 
his altitude or changes his course to avoid 
the dangerous area. 

The necessity for training pilots in in- 
strument flying, pointed out two years ago 
by Senator Hiram Bingham, president of 
the National Acronautic Association, is a 
recognized as one of the surest methods o a 
gaining public confidence. As a result, avia- 
tion is no longer in its infancy, all state- 
ments by after-dinner speakers to the con 
trary notwithstanding.
